Applicants elect to prosecute the invention of Group I (claims 1-29, drawn to compounds, 
compositions, and methods of use for treating pathological conditions). The Examiner has also 
requested Applicants to elect a single disclosed species (compound) from the compounds listed 
in Figure 5 A and 5B.
